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OIL PRICE IS CUT TO 


HOUSE WOULD GIVE 
ALL CIGARETTE TAX 


TO SCHOOL FUNDS 


ATTEMPT REDUCE TAX IS 
OVERWHELMINGLY DEFEAT- 
ED; BILL GOES TO SENATE 


AUSTIN, "April 24.—W— 


The house of the legislature 
today passed a bill to allot 
all receipts from the state 
tax or three cents per pack- 
age\ on cigarettes to the 
available school fund. 


Receipts from the fund 


now are divided evenly between 
the school fund and the general 
revenue fund. The bill also would 
tighten up the collection and en- 
forcement provisions of the cigaret 
tax law and minimize evasions. 


It 
was 
estimated 
that 
the 
Strengthening provisions would in- 
crease receipts from 'this source 
by more than $1,000,000 annually. 


All riceipts from the tax would 


be given to the schools for the 
next two years, following which 
the 
existing 
distribution 
again 


•would become effective. 


An effort to reduce the tax was 
jnade by Representative 
Z- 
E. 


Coombes of Dallas, but was over- 
whelmingly 
defeated. 
Coombes 
tried to reduce the tax to one 
cent per package, but his amend- 
ment lost 113 to 4. Coombes esti- 
mated that only approximately 50 
per cent of the cigarette smokers 
in Texas paid the three cent levy 
and that it was being evaded by 
purchasers in other states. 


The bill must be passed by the 
senate and signed by the governor 
to become effective. 
Permission was given for intro- 


duction of a bill in the house to 
require officials at state colleges 
and universities to permit stu- 
dents dropped because of deficient 
grades to retake courses until they 
had passed. The bill was sponsor- 
ed after the supreme court held 
the University of Texas had au- 
thority to drop a student who had 
failed to pass the required courses.

TOKYO, April 24—(IP)—Japanese 


reports estimated nearly 3,0000 Chi- 
nese were killed in four days of a 
major battle south of Upeikow in 
the great wall of China. The Jap- 
anese lines were reported pushed 
today within 50 miles of Peiping. 


A Rengo (Japanese) news agen- 
cy dispatch from Kupeikow said 
Japanese troops, with airplanes as- 
sisting, advanced to a point five 
miles southwest of Shangauntze, 
nine miles below Kupeikow.

FRANCE, NOW GOLD FORTRESS 


OF WORLD, RECEIVING GREAT 


ADDITIONAL SUMS OF GOLD

now is a golden fortress defending 
the yellow-backed currency sys- 
tems remaining In the world. 
Gold is coming hero by air- Land 
and sea to what the newspapers 
call the world's "gold refuge," add- 
ing to the vast hoard in tho Bank 
of France. 
Here, also, Belgium, Holland and 


Switzerland are staging a fight to 
remain on the gold standard, while 
France confidently directs tho bat- 
tle, 
professing to be without a 
fear for the franc but realizing the 
danger if other gold countries fol- 
low the United States example. 
Seven airplanes arrived at Le 


Bourget field. Sunday from Ams- 
terdam, each with more than a 
ton and a half of gold, a total of 
512,000,000. They carried ond thou- 
sand gold bars which were truck- 
ed to the Bank of France. 


From Belgium and Switzerland 


for days trains have been bring- 
ing smaller shipments. By sea kegs 
of gold came recently from the 
United States. 


The French cabinet's decision to 
maintain tho gold standard and a 
statement by both the government 
and the Bank of France that there 
was no fear for the franc, was a 
signal for the fight to begin.

The following, tracing the his- 
tory 
of 
t(he 
Corsicana 
negro 
schools foi/ the past fifty years 
was written! by G. W. Jackson, well 
known negro educator of this city 
and will be of interest at this 
time: 


Sinc.e-w'e have noticed the prog- 
ress" of education in Corsicana as 
portrayed by the P.T.A. In fifty 
years, we are reminded that it 
might be of interest to the public 
for something to be said about 
the progress of Negro education 
in this city which was in progress 
at the same time that the whites 
were engaged in shaping.the des- 
tiny of the youth of this city. We 
ask therefore, that permission be 
granted- one that was in the mak- 
ing of this history to say a few 
words on Negro education. 


In 1882 when the city of Corsi- 
cana organized its public school 
system and launched the ship of 
state equipped with a a competent 
faculty of teachers the colored cit- 


s.izens were represented by two 
.teachers and a two story brick 
building and some 200 pupils, ready 
to begin on a journey of fifty 
years progress. 


Supt. J. T. Hands was chosen to 
be the pilot of the ship of state 
to point the way for both colored 
and white which he did to the sat- 
isfaction of all. At that time edu- 
cation was at a very low ebb in 
this city and county, there not hav- 
ing been attempted a system of 
education for the colored schools 
in this county. The schools taught 
in this county up to this time were 
carried on by persons with little 
or no training for teaching, Corsi- 
cana was one of the first cities in 
the state of Texas to build the 
colored citizens a brick school- 
house and under the direction of

actual count, found the average 
daily traffic to be: 
1100 
motor 


vehicles on Highways 14 and 32; 
900 on Highway 31; and 400 on 
Highway 22. 


Motor traffic In Texas is divid- 


ed, the experts have found, in two 
almost equal 
classes. 
Roughly, 


half are local cars or from ao- 
joining counties. 
The other half 


are from 
beyond the utate, or 


from Texas points at least two 
counties distant. 
The latter aro 


genuine tourists. 


"On this basis, some 1200 out- 


side cars cross Navarro county 
each day," the association's survey 
said, "scattering their good Amer- 
ican dollars among 
the restau- 


rants, hotels, tourist camps, hot 
dog stands, garages, filling sta- 
tions, and stores along the Im- 
portant highways. 


"If they spend as little as $1 


per vehicle within the borders of 
the county, then Navarro county's' 
trunk roads mean $36,000 « month 
in added business, or $432,000 
a 


year, exclusive of the convenience 
and saving to her own 61,000 peo- 
ple, who operate some 8500 cars 
themselves." 


The survey, conducted by the as- 


sociation for every county in Tex- 
as, was designed to show import- 
ance of roads to each community, 
and thus arouse public 
opinion 


against any further diversion of 
gas tax money, which would crip_- 
ple the highway program.
